TROUBLE AT THE ODESSA BANK.

RIAZAN IN RUINS.

London, Oct 11. A dispatch from
Riazan, Russia, gives further particulars of
the great fire there. Riazan is the Capi-
tal of the province of that name. It is sit-
uated on the Oka River, one hundred and
ten miles from Moscow. It has but a small
population, about eighteen thousand, but
it is a Cathedral City, being the seat of an
Archbishop. It has a Theological Semin-
ary, a High School and a College for Young
Noblemen. The two latter institutions
have been for some time past hot-bed- s for
Nihilism, nearly all of the students and
some of the teachers being disciples of that
order. The Secret Committee of the Ni-

hilists issued a manifesto a few weeks ago,
explaining the causes which led it to decree
the deaths of the Chiefs of the Holy, who
had been assassinated, and stating that
other acts of vengeance and reprisal would
soon follow.

Printed copies of this manifesto reached
Riazan in considerable numbers, and secret
orders from the Committee are also sup-
posed to have arrived there. The tire which
has laid almost the whole city in ruins, had
every appearance of being the work of tiie
conspiracy. The flames broke out simul-
taneously in various quarters, and the
means of subsiding them were wholly in-
adequate. The seventy ware-house- s de-

stroyed were filled with grain, hops, tobac-
co, linen and woolen goods, and articles of
iron and glass-war- No less than one
thousand dwelling houses are in ashes, and
the populace are in sore distress.
